'ONE IN A MILLION' 


A long-serving Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor has died suddenly at her home in 
Kingston. 

Councillor Chrissie Hitchcock, pic¬ 
tured below, who served as a Grove 
ward councillor for more than 25 years, 
died on Monday night. 

Known for her outspoken, forthright 
views, she was twice Mayor of Kingston 
from 1997-98 and again from 2010-11. 

Liberal Democrat group leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “She is a great loss 
to residents, council and Lib Dems. 

“She will be so missed, she was one in 
a million.” 

Deputy Lib Dem leader Coun Rachel 
Reid said: “She absolutely loved 
Kingston, she was a Kingston person 
through and through and she would al¬ 
ways do the right thing for anyone who 
lived in her ward, or in the borough. 

“She loved planning. That’s the com¬ 
mitment to Kingston. Even though she 
wasn’t that well she never gave up. She 
was a fighter to the end. 

“She was inspirational. She was one 
of the first women councillors in our 
group. We always got on very well. She 
will be terribly missed.” 

Council leader Kevin Davis said: 
“Very sad to hear this. A real Kingstoni- 
an who I liked and admired.” 

Coun Hitchcock’s death follows the 
death of former Conservative council¬ 
lor, Frank Thomp¬ 
son, who died 
on Saturday.

KILLER’S FLIGHT

Jurors in the case of Sean Heiss, the 
Surbiton man charged with mur¬ 
dering his mother, have been shown 
CCTV images of his last move¬ 
ments before he fled the country. 

Mr Heiss admits killing his moth¬ 
er Margot Sheehy, 58, pictured, in 
June 2012, but denies murder. He 
was extradited from Spain to stand 
trial. 

Detectives pieced together his 
movements using CCTV and bank 
card transactions as he made his 
way from his mother’s flat in 


Springfield Road, Kingston, to the 
Eurostar terminal at St Pancras In¬ 
ternational on June 11 and 12. 

Detective Constable Murray 
Bannister led the Old Bailey 
jury through an hour- 
long CCTV compilation 
on Friday. 

Mr Heiss’ first stop 
was McCluskey’s 
newsagent in Bloom¬ 
field Road, near Ms 
Sheehy’s flat, where he 
first used her bank cards 
to buy Rizla papers at about 
7pm on June 11. 

He is next seen walking past Pizza 
Express in St Mark’s Hill, Surbiton, 
carrying a holdall, at 2.23am the 


following morning. 

From there he visited ATMs at 
Barclays and Halifax in Victoria 
Road, withdrawing a total of 
£ 200 . 

Mr Heiss then boarded 
an N65 bus outside Wait- 
rose in Claremont 
Road, which he rode to 
Richmond. 

After finding Rich¬ 
mond station closed, he 
boarded an N33 bus to¬ 
wards Hammersmith at 
3.32am. From there, he got 
on an N9 bus towards 
Heathrow, where he arrived at 
4.45am. 

He entered the Tube just after 


5am, and arrived at St Pancras In¬ 
ternational at 7.48am. 

After buying his ticket and pass¬ 
ing through security screenings he 
boarded a train to Paris shortly 
after 9am. 

Prosecutor Sarah Plaschkes QC 
told the jury last week: “Police offi¬ 
cers found Margaret Sheehy’s life¬ 
less body lying on the sofa in the 
front room of her home. 

“She had sustained serious in¬ 
juries to her head and face, and she 
had been strangled to death. 

“She was described as a model 
employee, described as having a 
happy disposition, conscientious 
and hard-working.” 

The trial continues.

A former Tiffin School pupil 
died after suffering an em¬ 
bolism while snorkelling 
with the Royal Marines in 
Egypt, an inquest heard. 

Lieutenant Damien Moran, 
23, died on Saturday, August 
3, 2013, in the last week of a 
four-week adventure training 
stint in the eastern city of El 
Quseir. 

He had been part of a diving 
expedition organised by 40 
Commando Royal Marines, 
when he was affected by a 
gas air embolism while 
snorkelling on a shallow reef 
after training had finished 
for the day. 

His lifeless body was 
brought out of the water but 
he was pronounced dead on 
arrival at hospital, an inquest 
heard on Friday. 

Last year, his colleague 
Royal Marine Captain 
Samuel Shephard was award¬ 
ed a George Cross for his 
heroic efforts in trying to res¬ 
cue Lt Moran. 

The captain had dived into 
the sea as daylight faded to 
bring up Lt Moran - who had 
sunk deep into the water. 

At the inquest at West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court, ques¬ 
tions were raised about 
training and safety warnings 
given to the group. 

As a matter of routine 
Major Mark Attkinson said: 
“We would point out to them 
that you should not do exces¬ 
sive exercise after training.” 

He said Lt Moran was 
known to deep dive in levels 
over 15m deep - something 


that he was previously 
warned not to do. 

But father Brian Moran 
said: “My son Day - he would 
take a risk but he was not a 
raving lunatic.” 

Major Innes Catton of the 
unit that investigated the 
death said one major finding 
had been the “anomalies in 
procedure” for paperwork. 

He said the group had re¬ 
quested the snorkelling ap¬ 
proval - which was granted - 
at “very late notice”. 

Doctor Ian Calder gave evi¬ 
dence about a postmortem 
examination where he said 


the body which he examined 
had been “fit and well-nour¬ 
ished” but there had been a 
rupture in the lung allowing 
blood fluid through. 

Born on April 5, 1990, Lt 
Moran - known as “Day” - 
lived with his family first in 
Twickenham, then Singa¬ 
pore, before moving to Fern 
Hill Road, Kingston, where 
he attended Tiffin School 
from 2001 to 2008. 

He later gained a first class 
honours degree in marine bi¬ 
ology from Southampton 
University where he found a 
passion for water sports. 


Lt Moran was commis¬ 
sioned into the Royal 
Marines in September 2011 
and passed for duty in De¬ 
cember 2012. 

He spent four months serv¬ 
ing in Helmand Province as 
part of Operation Herrick 17, 
and was in Egypt for his 
unit’s recovery from the 
operation. 

A statement from Brian 
Moran said: “Day was happy 
with life and looking forward 
to the Egypt trip and a diving 
trip with his girlfriend.” 

The statement added that, 
despite having seen the 


‘horrors of war’, he was still 
full of optimism. 

Lt Moran received a funeral 
with full military honours at 
St Peter’s Church in Nor- 
biton, where his coffin, 
draped in a union flag, was 
carried by colleagues to the 
music The Gael, the theme 
from the movie Last of the 
Mohicans. 

Recording a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death, Coroner 
Chinyere Inyama said: “I 
rarely use the word tragic be¬ 
cause all deaths are tragic 
but this is one of those times 
the word is appropriate.” 
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Man asleep at wheel jailed for 
killing ‘talented young mother’

A man who killed a “talented 
mother and wife” after 
falling asleep at the wheel of 
his van has been jailed for 
four years. 

Shanmugarasa Vinayagasi- 
vampillai, of Meadway, Sur¬ 
biton, hit Louisa Gammie 
while she was out jogging in 
Old Malden Lane in Worces¬ 
ter Park on the morning of 
November 8. 

Mrs Gammie, the mother of 
a 20-month-old child, died in 
hospital a day later. 

Vinayagasivampillai plead¬ 
ed guilty to causing death by 
dangerous driving in April 
and was sentenced at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on Friday. 

The court heard how 
Vinayagasivampillai, a Sri 
Lankan refugee who came to 
the UK in 2000, had been 
working a 12-hour shift in 
Sainsbury’s the day before 
the accident and was doing a 
favour for his uncle when he 
fell asleep at the wheel. 

Rossano Scamardella, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court 
Vinayagasivampillai was 
seen falling asleep in a police 
car and in his cell after his 
arrest. 

Mr Scamardella said: “It 
seems he just could not keep 
his eyes open.” 

The court also heard how 
he had two previous driving 
convictions for drink-driving 
and driving while banned. 

The defence said Vinayaga¬ 
sivampillai had been working 
hard to provide for his family, 


rarely getting more than four 
hours’ sleep a night while 
working two supermarket 
jobs and had been “deeply af¬ 
fected” by the accident. 

Defence counsel Nick Barr- 
aclough said his client knew 
“nothing that could be said at 
this stage that would make 
this tragedy any better for 
the family”. 


He added: “He has not driv¬ 
en since the accident and it is 
his intention to never drive 
again.” 

Judge Christopher 

Critchlow accepted that 
Vinayagasivampillai suffered 
“sleeplessness and night¬ 
mares” because of his ac¬ 
tions, but added: “You did 
have previous convictions 


that showed an attitude to a 
motor car that does not stand 
you in good light. 

“There are family members 
out there to which you have 
provided significant financial 
support. 

“You are not someone who 
went out to cause harm, but 
you should have been 
nowhere near a motor car.

“Nothing this court can say 
can bring back to her family 
a talented young mother.” 

Vinayagasivampillai, 34, 
also received a six-year driv¬ 
ing ban and will have to re¬ 
take his driving test before he 
is allowed to get back behind 
the wheel. 

Detective Sergeant Gary 
Wright, from Surrey Police’s 
collision investigation unit, 
said: “Shamugarasa Vinaya- 
gasivampillai’s reckless ac¬ 
tions by getting behind the 
wheel that morning when he 
was extremely tired had 
catastrophic consequences 
which Louisa 
Gammie’s fami¬ 
ly will have to 
live with for the 
rest of their 
lives.” 


Girl raped 
near palace 

A 13-year-old girl was raped 
by a riverside path between 
Kingston and Hampton Court 
Palace, police have said. 

The girl was attacked in a 
grassy area near Barge Walk 
by an Asian man aged some¬ 
where between his late teens 
and early 20s, on Sunday, May 
17. 

Police said she met the man 
the day before in Camden and 
agreed to meet him. 

He was wearing blue jeans 
and a dark-coloured leather 
jacket. 

They want to speak to a 
couple who were walking to¬ 
wards Hampton Court, re¬ 
membered by the victim. 

The woman, who police said 
asked about the girl’s welfare 
had a blonde bob, fair skin 
and was wearing a denim 
jacket. 

Barge Walk runs between 
Kingston Bridge and Hamp¬ 
ton Court Palace along the 
River Thames. 

Detective Constable Pete 
Condron of the Sexual Of¬ 
fences, Exploitation and 
Child Abuse Command, said: 
“I would appeal to anyone 
who saw anything suspicious 
or has information to contact 
us immediately. 

“In particular, I would ap¬ 
peal to the couple who ap¬ 
proached the victim to call us. 
They may hold vital informa¬ 
tion about what happened.”

A Surbiton environmental group 
needs your votes to help it win a 
£10,000 grant that would revi¬ 
talise one of the town’s most 
popular green spaces. 

Surbiton Wildlife Group has 
entered insurance giant Aviva’s 
Community Fund competition, 
which offers funding to organi¬ 
sations and individuals looking 
to improve their area. 

The group is bidding for 
£10,000 to regenerate the pond 
and adjacent water feature in 
Claremont Gardens, off Clare¬ 
mont Road. 

Tom Hooker, from Surbiton 
Wildlife Group, said: “Claremont 
Gardens is probably the most 
popular and well used of all Sur¬ 
biton’s parks, but has become 
neglected due to limited council 
resources and finance. 

“The wildlife pond has never 
been maintained and has not 
struck a natural balance. 

“We are applying for an Aviva 
community grant to revitalise 
the pond. If we’re successful, 
this will enable the work to hap¬ 
pen late autumn this year. 

“This is our priority as the 
pond should be a valuable habi¬ 
tat for wildlife and a much more 
attractive central feature.” 


The project would involve 
draining the pond, removing in¬ 
vasive plants and silt and refill¬ 
ing it with more suitable native 
marginals. 

Voting closes on Saturday, May 
30. The nine projects with the 
highest number of votes are 


then put before a judging panel, 
with a winner announced on 
June 30. 

Each person can cast up to 10 
votes across several projects or 
the one they support the most.

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RACHAEL BURFORD talks to former MP Ed Davey about losing his seat and future plans 

My election aftermath 


Two weeks ago, he held back 
tears after finding out he had 
lost the Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton parliamentary seat he 
had held since 1997. 

But now, Edward Davey ad¬ 
mits not being an MP for the 
first time in 18 years may ac¬ 
tually be for the best. 

In his first interview since 
losing the general election on 
May 7, the former Energy 
Secretary revealed he plans 
to stay in Surbiton, dismissed 
rumours of a London may- 
oral campaign and gave his 
backing to Norman Lamb as 
the next Liberal Democrat 
leader. 

Meeting at the Victoria pub 
in Surbiton, Davey is joined 
by his former campaign man¬ 
ager, Jonah Oliver, 19, who 
was a toddler when his boss 
first won the Kingston and 
Surbiton seat. 

Davey says that one of the 
hardest things after losing 
the election was laying off his 
staff. 

“It’s not just me who has 
lost my job,” he says. 

“It is also all of my staff, 
who have worked so hard for 
me. 

“It has been difficult letting 
them all go and clearing out 


my office in Westminster.” 

He said he was not worried 
about losing until 48 hours 
before election night, and 
even then he thought he 
might just make it. 

He says: “I can’t say I 
thought I was going to lose 
because I didn’t. When I was 
knocking on doors, I found a 
lot of people wanting to vote 
for me, but not my party, and 
that was worrying. 

“The Conservatives ran a 
scare campaign, which was 
effectively vote Labour or 
Liberal Democrat or Green or 
UKIP and get the SNP 

“We were accused of run¬ 
ning a negative campaign by 
the Tories in Kingston, but 
we never said anything that 
wasn’t true. Nationally, the 
Conservative campaign was a 
scare tactic. Although, don’t 
get me wrong, it was obvious¬ 
ly a very successful one.” 

Davey was the first Lib Dem 
Secretary of State to lose his 
seat on election night, but not 
the last. 

By 5am, Chief Secretary to 
the Treasury Danny Alexan¬ 
der and Business Secretary 
Vince Cable had both been 
ousted. 

Davey said he found out 


he had lost just after mid¬ 
night, some three hours be¬ 
fore he actually arrived at the 
count. 

“Obviously, it was devastat¬ 
ing,” he says. 

“I think if I had been the 
only one to lose it would have 
been much worse. It was a 
devastating night nationally 
for us. 

“An MP walks into a count 
knowing if they have won or 
lost. Jonah called me just 
after midnight saying the 
samples from the vote verifi¬ 
cations showed it was not the 
result we wanted. 

“I’ve walked into that room 
twice thinking I had lost. The 
first time was in 1997 when I 
had actually won by 56 votes 
after three recounts. 

“After four acceptance 
speeches, I finally had to 
make my defeated speech.” 

By Friday afternoon, 49 Lib¬ 
eral Democrats had lost their 
seats, leaving the party with 
just eight MPs. 

Leader Nick Clegg re¬ 
signed in the after- 
math, sparking a 
leadership contest. 

Davey himself had 
once been tipped as a 
future party leader. 


“I think it was the right de¬ 
cision for Nick and the 
party,” says Davey. 

“Nick has been a very good 
leader, but we took a ham¬ 
mering that night. The histo¬ 
ry books will judge Nick not 
just as a great Liberal leader 
but as a great politician.” 

When asked who he would 
support as the next Lib Dem 
leader, Davey does not 
hesitate. 

“Norman Lamb,” he said. 
“He is one of my best friends 
in politics. Nor¬

Former Kingston mayor and 
women’s cycling pioneer Eileen 
Gray has died. 

Mrs Gray, previously the presi¬ 
dent of the British Cycling Feder¬ 
ation, vice-chair of the British 
Olympic Committee, women’s 
freemason and an MBE and CBE, 
died on Wednesday, May 20, aged 
95. 

During the 2012 London 
Olympics the Surbiton resident 
was one of the oldest torchbear- 
ers aged 92 and even featured in 
Kingston’s souvenir guide for the 
Games. 

Former Kingston mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Ken Smith said: “She was a 
marvellous woman. You don’t 
often come across a woman of 
her standing. Her enthusiasm 
was infectious and in her time 
she really took on women’s 
rights to a new height. It is in¬ 
credibly sad news to hear about 
her.” 

He added Mrs Gray had partic¬ 
ularly enjoyed a visit from a 
member of the British Cycling 
Association he had arranged at 
her nursing home shortly before 
she died. 

New Kingston mayor Roy 
Arora said: “Eileen was an ex¬ 
traordinary person and she will 
be greatly missed by all who 
knew her. She moved to Kingston 
just after the war when her hus¬ 
band got a job working for

Kingston Council. 

“In 1946 she was part of the 
first ever Women’s British Cy¬ 
cling Team which competed in 
(and won) an international com¬ 
petition in Copenhagen. That 
was the beginning of her tireless 
journey of getting women’s cy¬ 
cling on the sporting map.” 

Mrs Gray attended 16 Olympic 
Games and even mucked in to 
help make the cycling track at 
Herne Hill Velodrome fit for pur¬ 
pose for the 1948 Olympic 
Games. 

In 2013 when organisers of the 
Prudential Ride London decided 
only the men’s cycling races 
would come through the royal 
borough, she told the Surrey 
Comet: “I think the girls should 
get stuck in like I used to when I 


wanted something. 

“If you want something these 
days you have to fight for it.” 

Mrs Gray, a great-grandmoth¬ 
er, was born in Bermondsey and 
later moved to Dulwich. She dis¬ 
covered cycling during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

During her lifetime she cham¬ 
pioned women’s cycling in 
Britain and even founded the 
Women’s Cycling Racing 
Association. 

She also served the community 
as president of Sport Kingston 
while also chairing the London 
Youth Games Board for more 
than 30 years. 

In 2010 she was also inducted 
into the British Cycling Hall of 
Fame for her contribution to the 
sport. 


Council leader’s PR role to be scrutinised 


Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis will have his role at a PR 
company scrutinised in public 
during an extraordinary council 
meeting next month. 

The Conservative leader will 
argue his position within Cratus 
Communications, the company 
he founded, does not create a po¬ 
tential conflict of interest, as 
opposition Liberal Democrats 
claim. 

In a new development, Council¬ 
lor Ian George, former lead 
member for housing, will also 
have his work as a senior ac¬ 
count manager at PR company 
Thorncliffe, which specialises in 
planning, examined. 

Liberal Democrat leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “I think 


lots of people, particularly in 
Kingston town centre, are partic¬ 
ularly interested. 

“They want to hear from 
Kevin. They want to hear more 
about the work he does and why 
he believes there is no conflict of 
interest. 

“This is about trying to get 
back the trust in the council and 
showing that decisions and de¬ 
velopments are happening how 
they should be.” 

Coun Davis holds shares in 
Cratus, but does not take a 
salary. 

Past clients of Cratus have in¬ 
cluded developers CNM Estates 
and Amro, the company behind 
the student flats at 1 Penrhyn 
Road. 


It has also worked with Hydro 
Properties and Cascina during 
the companies’ bid to build a 
£30m floating homes scheme on 
the Seething Wells filter beds in 
Surbiton. 

After Coun Davis’ election last 
year, Cratus announced it would 
not take any more PR clients in 
Kingston to avoid conflicts of 
interest. 

Coun Davis said: “I have noth¬ 
ing to answer for so it is a waste 
of time and it is political ma¬ 
noeuvring - a waste of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money during difficult 
times. I think we should be call¬ 
ing for the leader of the opposi¬ 
tion to resign over it. How dare 
she waste people’s money. I’m 
sick to death of it.”

Attempting to dispel misconceptions 
about disability, the night will feature 
stand-up slots from blind comedian Chris 
McCausland, Elis James, from Russell 
Howard’s Good News and Don Biswas, 
who has Asperger syndrome. 

All proceeds of the event are going 
to Express CIC, which sup¬ 
ports young people with 
autism. 

Williams says: “I’d 
like the show to be a 
normal comedy 
night, sending a 
positive message 
about disability. 
We’re embracing 
that disability can 
be funny.”

story of him and his autistic son. The 
show has proved a big hit, much to his 
surprise. 

“I was wary of the comedy angle and 
scared that people would think I was mak¬ 
ing fun of autism,” he says. “However, I 
was blown away by its success.” 

In 2013 Williams was asked to be patron 
of Express CIC, by founders Annette 
Williams and Tracey Gaggiotti. 

“They turned up to one of the first 
shows I did and kept badgering me,” he 
says. “They’ve really struggled and fought 
to get where they are now. 

“I live in a different borough, but if I had 
something like Express CIC on my 
doorstep, it would have been brilliant for 
me and my son. Not enough is done [by 
local councils]. That’s why mostly-self- 
funded organisations like Express are so 
important, as they can reach areas where 
the council can’t.”

What does the Conservative 
victory at the General Election 
mean for the housing industry? 
JOHN ELLIOTT, managing director 
of Millwood Designer Homes, 
talks about the key housing 
points from the Tory manifesto. 

"One of the most important 
issues is addressing the first-time 
buyer crisis. The Conservatives have 
pledged to build more affordable 
homes, including 200,000 starter 
homes for first-time buyers in Eng¬ 
land under the age of 40, priced at 
20 per cent below market value. 

"In addition, the Help to Buy 
scheme (aimed at those with a 
small deposit of at least five per 
cent) will be extended to 2020, 
and a new Help to Buy ISA will be 
introduced to help young people 
save a deposit for their first home.

"The reason for introducing Help 
to Buy was to enable more people 
on to the housing ladder, but if we 
had more realistic lending criteria, 
perhaps we wouldn't need these 
schemes in the first place. 

"There are millions of people in 
private rented homes who are 
perfectly capable of paying a 
mortgage each month and are 
desperate to buy but have no hope 
of doing so, and there are three 
million adult children living with 
their parents because they can't 
afford to rent or buy. This is the 
stark reality that there is some¬ 
thing fundamentally wrong at 
the core of the industry. 

"The Conservatives have also 
pledged to extend the right-to-buy 
scheme - allowing families in hous¬ 


ing association properties the 
chance to buy their home with dis¬ 
counts of up to 70 per cent. 

"There is concern that this policy 
will be too costly, and will only ben¬ 
efit a select few. However, 
it will give 1.3 million more the op¬ 
portunity to be homeowners 
and help them to prepare for their 
retirement now that pensions are 
such poor investments. 

"All eyes will be on the Conserva¬ 
tives to see if they can live up to 
their promises. For the housing 
industry, it is the promise that 
aspiring to own a home is not just 
a dream but a reality for all and, 
more importantly, that there will be 
enough homes to achieve it."
